It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Activity  Report  and.  Analysis  of  Accident  Reports 
of  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol  for  the  ^'•ear  195?  • 

In  spite  of  the  increased  registration,  popula- 
tion and  vehicle  miles  traveled,  all  having  a 
direct  bearing  on  the  traffic  problem,  Montana 
led  the  Nation  for  the  first  time  in  its  history 
with  a  21  percent  reduction  in  traffic  fatali- 
ties.  It  is  also  significant  that  we  recorded 
the  lowest  traffic  death  toll  since  1951 •   It 
is  of  greater  significance  to  note  the  marked 
reduction  in  all  phases  of  the  traffic  accident 
problem,  which  reflects  the  growing  concern  of 
the  motoring  public  in  our  traffic  problem. 

The  members  of  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol  take 
personal  pride  in  calling  your  attention  to  the 
increased  enforcement  activities,  that  reached 
an  all-time  high  and  reflect  their  spirit  and 
concern  for  the  safety  and  welfare  of  each 
motorist .

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DRIVER  EXAI-m-JATION  SECTION 


FollovdLng  is  a  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  head- 
quarters staff  of  the  Driver  Exaciination  Section. 

During  1957  a  total  of  2,3S1  driver  licenses  \iere 
suspended,  revoked  or  cancelled.  One  thousand  three 
hundred  and  seventy-eight  licenses  were  mandatory  revo- 
cations; 1,366  i\rere  for  convictions  of  driving  v.'hile  in- 
toxicated, and  206  v/ere  for  driving  vri.th  license  revoked. 
One  hundred  thirty-one  of  the  1,366  revoked  for  intoxicated 
driving  c^ualified  for  restricted,  occupational  licenses. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-six  drivers  were  placed  on 
probation  as  the  result  of  their  being  involved,  as 
drivers,  in  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  being  convicted  of 
a  moving  hazardous  violation.  In  order  to  be  eligible  for 
the  probationary  license,  their  previous  driving  record 
must  be  good.  The  duration  of  the  probationary  period 
v;as  detemined  by  the  seriousness  of  the  damage  and  in- 
juries. 

There  vrere  4,100  persons  who  received  warning  letters 
setting  forth  the  possibilities  of  losing  their  licenses, 
or  their  lives,  unless  their  driving  habits  and  attitudes 
improved.  These  vrarning  letters  resulted  from  their  being 
involved,  as  drivers,  in  motor  vehicle  accidents  and/or 
v;hose  driving  records  contained  two  moving,  hazardous 
violations  I'j'ithin  a  tv.'enty-four  month  period  just  past, 

A  total  of  4,237  drivers  v;ei'e  directed  to  contact  one  of 
the  driver  license  examinees  to  attempt  a  special,  or 
reviev;  examination,  Approxiniately  one-third  of  this 
number  contacted  the  examiners  iNdthout  further  action. 
The  remaining  two-thirds  vrere  sent  folloi/-up  letters  to 
take  the  examination. 

As  of  December  31^  1957,  there  were  304,655  operator 
licenses  and  32,321  chauffeur  licenses  in  effect.  During 
1957  a  total  of  158,974  licenses  vrere  processed  and  mailed 
to  the  licensees.  Of  the  total,  more  than  3,000  renev;al 
applications  v/ere  rejected  since  the  licenses  had  expired 
before  the  applicants  had  renevred. 
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SAFETY  Aim  EDUCATION 


Although  some  progress  was  nade  d  iring  1957^  the  need 
for  safety  education  and  high  school  driver  traini^ig  in 
Montana  ."is  eireat.  At  present  about  thirty  percent  of 
Montana  high  school  .;tudents  receive  some  sort  of  driver 
training.  The  need  for  expansion  of  this  progran  is  urgent. 

We  also  need  services  in  our  schoo]  =;  to  reach  the 
children  and  youth  at  lower  age  levels.  As  the  number  of 
young  drivers  increases  at  an  accelerated  rate,  safety 
education  in  our  schools  i;ill  play  an  important  pa.rt  in 
the  death  and  injury  picture  of  the  future.  During  1957 
three  high  schools  added  driver  training  to  their  curri- 
culums . 

A  number  of  new  films  were  added  to  the  Patrol  library, 
and  a  nev;  projector  v;as  purchased.  In  April  a  tvro-day  class 
in  public  speaking  for  Patrol  members  was  held  to  broaden 
our  education  program. 

Public  interest  in  traffic  safety  v;as  reflected  by 
an  increasing  demand  for  speakers,  films  and  other 
materials.  Requests  for  imforaation  and  statistics  in- 
creased greatly.  More  communities  have  shovjn  interest  in 
the  Vehicle  Safety-Check  and  other  nationwide  programs. 

Driver  training  courses  for  teachers  v:ere  again 
available  at  the  State  University  under  the  supervision 
of  Dr.  John  Urlaub  of  Berkeley,  California.  In  July  of 
195s,  a  one-vreek  basic  course  i.dll  oe  held  at  Northern 
Montana  College  at  Havre  and  in  August  the  basic  and  ad- 
vanced courses  vdJ.1  again  be  available  at  the  State  Uni- 
versity. Dr.  Urlaub  v.'ill  be  in  charge  of  both  schools. 

Citizen  support  for  the  traffic  safety  laovenent  took 
a  step  iori..-ard  in  1957  x-/hen  the  Montana  Council  for  Traffic 
Safety  put  a  full-time  representative  in  the  field.  Mr 
Kelly  Pugh,  i,/ho  for  the  past  thrie  years  has  been  an  in- 
structor in  driver  training  in  California,  has  been  employed 
as  Managing-Director.  Mr.  Pugh  is  vrell  qualified  for  the 
position  and  is  doing  a  fine  job.  Much  credit  is  due  the 
Montana  Council  for  Traffic  Safety  and  citizen  support 
groups  for  their  part  in  the  battle  against  death  on  the 
highway.
